authorizing the building of a bridge, 
and providing that none but white la- 
borers should be employed on the 
work. It might be, Mr. Vest said, that 
the provision was intended to exclude 
Chinese labor, but the language of the 
statute excluded the Mongolian, In- 
dian and negro. Democratic States 
had never denied the negro the right 
to earn his bread pe his honest labour. 

Mr. Dolph replied, and in further 
discussion on his allusion to the Till- 
‘man message brought out the declara- 
tion from Mr. Butler that he was per- 
fectly willing to stand by that mes- 
sage. Mr. Dolph said that he was in- 
formed that the Senator (Butler) him- 
self had threatened colored men in 
his employ that be would discharge 
them if they voted the Republican 
ticket. 

Mr. Butler replied that whoever 
made that statement was guilty of 
deliberate and wilful talsehood. 

Mr. Hoar arose and said that he had 
made the statement, having read 
within twenty-four hours ina public 
document the testimony of the Sena-

THE BAD LANDS FIGHT. 


A Report That Twenty Indians Were 
: Killed In the Quarrel. 
Cuicaao, Dec. 12.—[By the Asso- 
ress.| A special from Pine 
Ridge, S. D., indicates that the fight 
between the peace and war factions in 
Two Strike’s band was more sanguin- 
ary than indicated in the Associated 
Press dispatches this morning. It says 
Yankton Charlie, a full-blooded Sioux 
and Government scout, came in from 
the Indian camp in the Bad Lands, 
and reports a bloody fight among the 
followers of the chiefs Short Bull and 
Two Strike. Each claimed the leader- 
ship and each tried to secure it by 
The result is twenty to fifty 
dead Indians. This report is verified 
by several friendlies, who have been 
waiting for some time to escape to the 
agency. As the spies took advantage 
of -the fight to make their escape, it is 
not known yet which chief bas con- 
quered. Large reinforcements have 
come in from Standing Rock and other 
agencies. 

The depredations of the Indians have 
been extended to the foot of the Black 
Hills, The Flying Bell herd owned in 
the hills, has beencaptured. It is use- 
less to talk of peace. There has been 
no attempt made onthe partof the 
hostiles to move out of their intrench- 
ments since the peace council was held. 
None of the promises made then have 
been kept. here will be several more 
regiments here. 

It is said that when the chiefs re- 
turned from the agency acouncil was 
held. Two Strike and his followers 
favored peace, but Kicking Bear, 
Short Bull and other chiefs, composing 
a majority of the camp, took decided 
ground on the other side. The council 
lasted several hours, dusing which the 
excitement reached the highest pitch, 
aud it tinally broke upina fight. The 
troops have received orders to be in 
readiness to march to the Bad Lands 


amp. 

Gen. Miles today received a dispatch 
from Gen. Brooke at Pine Bidge, say- 
ing that from reports received he is of 
the opinion that Two Strikes and most 
of the other chiefs are coming in. 
Short Bull and Kicking Bear, witha 
small -following, went back into the 
Bad Lands.

Further Sensational Devel- 
opments Yesterday. 


SOME DAMAGING TESTIMONY 


The Defendant’s Confidential Clerk 
on the’ Stand—The Plaintiff . 
Breaks Down Under Dis~ 
graceful Disclosures. 


“Baby Boss” was net in the courtroom 
yesterday at the trial of the Marshall-Tay- 
lor damage case. This fact, however, did 
not seem to in any way to deteriorate from 
the general public interest that has been 
manifested in this most singular and anoma- 
lous suit. The courtroom was crowded 
throughout the evtire day and seats were 
in demand, 

The number of gray-haired petriarchs 
among the spectators was by no means 
diminished, aud to all of the testimony they 
listened with the same eager anxiety that 
they exhibited on the day previous, Inter- 
miugied with these curious grandfatners 
were a number of boys who had not yet 
passed their teens. 

‘Lhe first witness placed on the stand yes- 
terday was Miss Mabel 1. Moore, the clerk, 
bouk-keeper and confidential secretary of 
the defendant [aylor fora iong time. Miss 
Moore proved a good witness, and gave her 
testimony in a way that indicated that she 
was telling the truth, 

Furthermore, upon cross-examination she 
demonstrated the tact that she was equal to 
all tbe tricks of Mr. Williaws, as weli as to 
his endeavors to draw her out and discredit 
her testimony by confusing her upon some 
side issue not relevant or material to the 
case, 

In the afternoon some rather sensational 
testimony was introduced. Among other 
things, Mr. Taylor, the defendant, claimed 
that a forgery had been committed and that 
the alieged forgery had been introduced in 
evidence as an exhibit of the plaintiff. 

A man named Charlies Keiter later took 
the stand and swore that he had 
criminal relations with Jessie Marshall, 
the defendant, on two occasions in the 
early part of January, 1889. He related 
minutely the circumstances under which 
his relations with the plaintiff took place. 

During this recital Jessie buried ber face 
in a h.vndkerchief and cried. She con- 
tinued to moan for some time after the 
witness had passed fhis particular point 
in hisevidence. ‘Thisis the first time she 
has been reduced to tears since the trial 
commenced, despite the fact that prior to 
this, testimony egualiy as damaging to ber 
honor has been introduced, aud, nutwith- 
standing the fact that she herself took the 
stuna and deiiberately swore away her own 
virtue in admitting that ‘layior had seduced 
ber. The tears were late, but when they 
did come they came in a perfect shower and 
it required her mother aud stepfather to 
stop tue flow. 

‘Lhe case will continue today. 

MiSS MOURE ON THE STAND. 

The first witness called at the morning 
seasion of the court was Mabel T. Moore. 
After being sworn she testified that at pres- 
ent she was in the grocery business at La- 
redo, ‘Tex. Prior to going to ‘Texas she had 
resided at Del Mar, this being from Novem- 
ber, 1886, until May, 1890. September 15 
1588, tue witness swore that she commence 
to act as clerk of the hotel at Del Mar, and 
remained in that capacity until April, i839, 
‘when she became manager, Which position 
she hela until January, 18¥0, when the ho- 
tel was burned duwn. She first met the 
plaintiff, Jessie Marshall, in Septemver of 
1883, when she was a waitress. Jessie was 
tuen rooming in the beck part of a littie 
store, about two hundred feet in the rear of 
the hotel, Toher apartments there were 
two entrances, one from the side, and one 

, The entrance to these apart- 
ments were visible. from various points. 
There were three cooks anda porter. em 


166: he went. to. 
hotel she noticed an intimacy between 
Dennis O’Brieu and Jessie. The two were 
always — as much as they possibly 
could be. Dennis wouid trequently take 
Jessie out riding. It was about November 
when the witness first noticed the friend- 
ship of the two. In February the attention 
of Miss Moore was called tothe peculiar 
condition of the plaintiff. it indicated that 
she was a married women or that she should 
be. Her attention was first called to it by 
Mr. Taylor’s sister and later by Mr. Taylor 
himself. It was in June, 1889, Mr. Taylor 
spoke aboutthe matter. Jessie left between 
June7 and 10, 1889. Witness next saw 
Jessie in San Diego in July. She went 
there to give her some money and obtain a 
paper. hen she met Jessie she told her 
that she had brought her down some money 
from Mr. Taylor, and that she was to make 
out a paper regarding hercondition. Jessie 
asked what she was to write, and Miss 
Moore toid herthat she supposed she al- 
ready knew. Jessie then wrote out a paper 
whtcb declared that Harry F. Bostwick was 
the father of her child, and it was 
witnessed by Miss Moore, who then 
paid to Jessie $60. Miss Moore read the 
paper afterit was written, and testified 
that she advised Jessie to make the man 
marry her. Jessie replied that she did not 
want to, as Bostwick was abad man. ‘To 
this Miss Moore swure that shetold the 
plaintiff that she never knew a man of that 
name that was any good. 

‘Tne witness then denied positively the 
testimony given by the plaintiff on direct 
examination as to the conversation and 
what occurred at the time of this interview. 
This was an important matter of rebuttal 
testimony. 

The cross-examination of the witness 
was then commenced. She. stated that she 
had gone to Texas in the employ of Mr. 
Taylor, to take charge of his cousin who 
had had astroke of paralysis. A number 
of irrelevant questions were asked by Mr. 
Williams on tue cross-examination, but the 
Witness was sharp enough to get around all 
pitfalis that were laid forher, She swore 
that ‘I'aylor paid her fare from Texas here, 
also her hotel bills and all expenses. He 
had asked her to come from Texas to Los 
Angelesto testify inthe case. The noon 
adjournment was taken with Miss Moore’s 
examination not concluded. 

FURTHER INTERESTING DEVELOPMENTS. 

Atthe afternoon session of court, Miss 
Moore again took the stand to testify on 
direct exumination. She had with her a 
book which she had kept as bookkeeper 
and clerk of the Del Mar Hotel. This she 
retained while on the stand for the purpose 
of recalling dates. Tessie Fowler, a wait- 
ress at the hotel, she testified, was paid off 
on September 24, 1888, and about that time 
left the place. 

The cross-examination of this witness 
was at this juncture resumed as to a num- 
ber of letters which had been opened by 
ber while acting as ‘l'aylor’s confidential 
clerk. The letters were all identified by the 


had seen or written herself. Some had 
a material bearing upon the case, and 
others has not. 

The defendant’s attorney turned over to 
-Mr. Williams, representing the plaintiff, a 
number of letters which were introduced in 
evidence by the plaintiff. One of these let- 
ters was from Mrs. Wilson to her daughter 
Jessie, of the date of June 8, 
1589, and was addressed to her at Del Mar. 
in that letter it was evident that Mrs. Wii- 
son expected that her dauzhter would either 
get married or gotoSan Franciscosoon. The 
other was ove picked up by ‘Taylor in the 
hotel, at Phceuix, Ariz., written by Jessie 
and addressed tohermother. In this epistie 
the daughter makes tne astonishing state- 
ment.that she had ridden to the ranch, 
seventy-five miles distant, on horseback, 
this being while she was pregpant, and that 
then she had ridden back in the game fash- 
ion. Sheaiso said in the letter that she 
had just finished copying twenty-four vages 
of legal cap, being cattle brands for Mr 
Taylor. ‘This statement is most astonish. 

ng. - 

Abraham Smith was then, by permission 
of the defendant’s attorneys, given an op- 
portunity to testify in rebuttal for the 
pining. He swore that he lived near 
Newhall, and that he knew Mr. and Mrs. 
Wilson and Jessie Marshall. Mr. and Mrs. 
Wilson moved there in December, 1889, 
Witness had lived near the Wilsons for 
seven years, but never knew a man pamed 
Henry Bostwick living in that vicinity, 
Mr. Smith was excused without cross-exam- 
ination, 

Jacob Taylor, the defendant, was recalled 


for direct examination. He rebutted the 
testimony of Jessie as to what she alleged 
he had told her on the train on the return 
trip from Phoenix about why it was im- 
possible for her to go back to Del Mar, 
wee it would be necessary for her to re- 
main in Los Angeles for a time, perhaps all 
summer. Among other things, on 
direct examination, Jessie swore that 
when Taylor left her in this city 
be gave her a _ card _beari the 
address “J. T. Seymour, St. Eimo Hote 
Los Angeles,” and told her if she wish 
to write him to send the letters to that ad- 
dress. The card was introduced in evidence 
by the plaintiff. Whenit was shown the 
defendant yesterday he declared it to be a 
forgery. He was not cross-examined, 
‘The next witness was Charles Reiter, 
He testified that he was acook by occupa- 
tion and‘a resident of San lego at 
present. Prior to January 1889, he 
been ag He asacook ut the hotel at 
Dei Mar. He knew the plaintiff, having 
first met her during the summer of 1883, 
when she was a waitress in the hotel. He 
also knew Dennis O’Brien at the same 
time, he being then inthe employ of Mr. 
Taylor. Reiter swore that at the 
time Tessie Fowler left the 
she was rooming with Jessie Marshall. 
noticed also that there wasan intimac 
between Jessie and Veunis O’Brien shortly 
after Jessie caine to the hotel, this being 


and in various other ways. Witness swore 
that on numerous occasions he had seen 
Dennis and Jessie start out driving to- 
gether between August, 1888, and January, 
1889. Hehad also noted an intimacy be- 
tween Joe Wright, the head waiter at the 
hotel, and Jessie. He had seen Wright 
frequentiy going to and coming from 
Jessie’s room, and he bad beard his voice in 
ber room after dark. During the latter 

art of 1888 Reiter swore that he, himself 

ad been intimate with Jessie. He had 
visited her in her room after dark on two 
nights in succession, the first time on her 
invitation. 

After he got upstairs, the witness swore 
that he attempted to have intercourse with 
her, but did not succeed. The next day 
‘Jessie asked him to come upstairs and press 
down the lid of her trunk, as she was going 
to leave the hotel. lt was about dark when 
the witness went up and he remained there 
| for two or three hours. At this time he had 
intercourse with her, and later in the even- 
ing be held intercourse with her again. 
This was in January 1889. 

On cross-examination the witness was 
asked if he had a mother. He replied that 
he had. His history was then brought out. 

The usual bulidezing tactics were in- 
duiged in on cross-examination by Wil- 
liams, and an endeavor was made to Intro- 
duce a number of irrelevant matters which 
the court ruled out. cae 

At5 p.m. an adjournment was taken 
until today, when the case will be resumed,

THE STATE BOARD OF: TRADE, 


Much complaint is made in San 
Francisco about the manner in which 
the State Board of Trade business is 
conducted, It is charged that letters 
from Eastern people, asking for infor- 
mation, are Jeft unanswered, or only 
answered by printed circulars. A con- 
trast is drawn by the San Fravcisco 
Bulletin with the manner in which the 
Southern counties are adyertising their 
resourcos, That journal says “the 
truth is very apparent that the people 
of our upper counties are not alive to 
their immigration needs.’ Since the 
recent fire in the Board of ‘Trade 
rooms, only two counties—Lassen aad 
kl Dorado—have renewed their ex- 
hibits. A San Fraacisco gentieman, 
who is familiar with the organization’s 
works, relieves his miud on the subject 
as follows: 


Let them first look over their correspond- 
ence department. ‘ney have advertised 
widely, but | know that few letters «re DoW 
answered, except by printed circulars. 
Why are they not prepared to give specilic 
and definite information to inquirers who 
write bere from the E.si?) They snould see 
to this soon. ‘Ihe duties of the officers of 
the board should not be confined to drawing 
salaries for sitting in chairs. There is work 
for thetn to do if they can be juduced to do 
it. If immigration is not the board’s chief 
aim under the present system, the pubic 
and San Francisco contributors would like 
to know it. Why don’t they get together 
| statistics of counties, of population, of prod- 
ucts, of capabilities, of present needs? In 
fact, why don’t they du some work? If a 
village ia Placer needs a blacksmith or 
a shoemaker, and away up in Michigap or 
Vermont there is a biacksmith or a shoe- 
maker who wants to come West, why is it 
not the board’s province to make this de- 
mand and supply come ti. gether? I tell you 
there 1s pow a vast field fur av immigration 
board in California, and the fieid can only 
be extending during the next five or ten 
years. If the State Board is to be of any 
benefit to the State—and that it can be 
made to do valuabie work there is no doubt 
—its oflicers and managers must be alive; 
they must seek out and secure information 
regafding the capabilities and needs of 
different sections; they must have these 
facts in such a shape that they can be 
used; and must give from this store 
of information what their Eastern cor- 
respondents ask for. They not, 
as has been the cuswin, try to 
shirk this work and put it upon other 
people. They are paid for doing just this 
thing, and should doit, The State Board 
of ‘Trade should not be made a lounging 
place, or a place where one can learn “how 
not to do it.” The work that should be 
done is not easy, butitcan and must be 
done if the State Board is tobe anything 
more than an institution through which 
certain salaries are paid. Live men are 
wanted—men who realize the importance of 
the work, and who will roll up their sleeves 
and labor for the good of the State. Let us 
hope that the fire has buruead up more than 
the old and stale exhibits, and thatin the new 
quarters we shall see some good work done. 
lt is of no use to Waste money on a con- 
cern which manifests no interest iu its 
business, 


A STRINGENT CHINESE EXCLU- 
SION BILL, 


A Chinese exclusion bill, now before 
the House, is the most drastic measure 
of the kind ever introduced. It is wn- 
titled an act “to absolutely prohibit 
the coming of Chinese persons into the 
United States, whether subjects of the 
Chinese Empire or otherwise.’’ The 
bill is a substitute for Morrow’s and 
Clunie’s bills on the same subject. It 
was submitted to the House in good 
shape by.the Committee on Foreign 


Belmont (Dem.) against us. There 1s 
oaly a brief adverse minority report 
signed by Representative Hitt. The 
bill excludes all Chinese from the 
United States, except Ministers Plen- 
ipotentiary, Consuls and their retinues. 
Those who are residents here who go 
out are to stay out. 

Apart from all: question as to the 
propriety or otherwise of so severe an 
exclusion measure, there is no doubt 
that some such measure as this is the 
only practical method of excluding 
the Chinese. As at present managed, 
Chinese exclusion is a farce, corrupt- 
ing in its influence on American 
officials, many of whom find it difficult 
to resist the monetary arguments 
which the Chinese know so well how 
to use. 

The report of the Congressional Com- 
mittee, now in Southern California, 
will probably be awaited by Congress

siun occurred on the Union Pacific near 
Coyote station, seven miles west of 
Umatilla Junction, at 4 o’clock this 
morning, between two freight trains, 
the regular west-bound and the first 
section of an east-bound extra. Head 
Brakeman James of the extra was in- 
stantly killed. Engineer Nichols and 
Fireman Getse were seriously inj ured. 

When the regular  west-bound 
freight train had proceeded to within 
two miles of Coyote, the engineer saw 
anuther train coming easton the same 
track. The engineers of both trains 
quickly reversed their engines and ap- 
plied the air-brakes, but owing to the 
short distance and rapid speed of the 


trains, the two engines crashed 
together, completely demolishing 
both, The two engines met 


with such force that they were welded 
together and the cars back of them 
were telescoped. Where the accident 
occurred the track 1s perfectly straight 
fora mile, and theengineer of No. 
23 saw the approaching train in time 
to set his air brakes and inform the 
crew, who all jumped, none being in- 
jured. 

A passenger train was delayed over 
seven hours. The extra had orders to 
stop at Coyote to await the passing of 
the regular passenger and freight, but 
passed through without stopping.
